The first to rule over all England 
was Egbert, King of 'Wessex, who 

united all ilu' v,iri''iis iH-rtv kln^-doms 
ami l)ecumc Kiun uf i;iit;land in 827. 
Th.- greater kingdom wan disrui'ied 
from 87S to 9jS, win u the Danes ruled 
north of the Thames. In tho latter 
year King Edgar reunli< d ilio Ulng- 
dom and since that time It has never 
been partitioned. Between Edmupd 
Ironside (1016) and Edward the Con- 
fessor (1042) three Danish klnga niled 
all England. Canute. Harold I. and 
Ilardlcanute. The first king of Great 
Britain was Jam . s 1 1 1»;03). The first 
king of tho I'liiw'i l\iiii;doiu of Great 
rirltalii and Ireland was Ceorge III. 
I->oiii tho idiKiiwBi of Ireland in 1172 
by Henry 11. ih<- klngH of England 
were styled Lord of Ireland until tbe 
assumption of the title King of Ire- 
land hy Henr^ Vin.. and thereafter 
this title was tued until the act of 
union In 1801.
